REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-18 and 20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 4, 
5, and 15 of the current application teach similar subject matter as the prior art of 
Perrone etal. (US 6,603,881). However, claims 1, 4, 5 and 15 are allowed for the 
reasons pointed out by the applicant's remarks (pages 7-9). 

Specifically, Perrone et al fails to teach "wherein the software application is 
configured to receive new document data while the electronic ink" as recited in 
claims 1 , 4 and 5 and " wherein the analysis context object includes hints for 
assisting, a document analysis process" as recited in claim 15. 

3. Claims 2, 3, 6-14, 16-18, and 20 are allowable for being dependent on an 
allowable base claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
